SAVANNAH—Six Air Force crewmen and five military observers were 
killed Wednesday when a KC97 Stratotanker crashed and burned in the only va- 
cant lot in a residential subdivision about 10 miles southeast of Savannah. 


The four-engine plane from the 308th Air Refueling Squadron at nearby Hunt- 
er Air Force Base blew apart and fell with a series of ear-splitting explosions at 
2:05 p.m., about two minutes after it had taken off on a routine training mission.

low-flying plane was on fire be- 
fore it descended to treetop level, 
clipped the tops off several trees 
and cut a swath 100 feet wide and 
300 feet long in the ground.

Baptist Convention 
Looks to the Future 


-Georgia’s busy Baptists, in conven- 
tion here, have elected a new president, 


have ordered establishment of a new 
college in Atlanta—a coordinate of Mer- 
cer at Macon—and have heard a re- 
assuring statement from the lay pres- 
ident of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion, Rep. Brooks Hays, of Arkansas. 


We salute the new president. He is 
a popular and successful minister, Dr. 
Howard P. Giddens, of the First Baptist 
Church at Athens. He has a long record 
of service and contributions to his com- 
munity as well as his church. His elec- 
tion is a popular one. 

Georgia will welcome the new college, 
too. A sum of three million dollars will 
be raised for it. It will be accredited im- 
mediately because of its being an integral 
part of Mercer University. More and more 
educators are turning to the idea of lo- 
cating colleges, especially junior colleges, 
in large urban centers as one answer to 
today’s education needs. 

Brooks Hays, a dedicated Christian 
layman whose life and career reflect this 
fact, recently was defeated for Congress 
in Arkansas through efforts of Gov. Or- 
val Faubus. His secretary, who conveni- 
ently resigned, ran a write-in campaign 
and won. 

Even with the power and emotions 
aroused by Gov. Faubus against him, Rep. 
Hays got 49 per cent of the vote. He is 
discovering that such a defeat has in- 
creased his stature. It gives the American 
people another glimpse of the real Gov. 
Faubus, who had pledged to stay out of 
the race. 

Few of the most extreme White Citi- 
zens Council groups trust Faubus who to 
their dismay still allows desegregated 
schools to continue in some small cities 
in Arkansas and who has not disturbed 
Negro students in the university graduate 
schools. 

In his address to Georgia Baptists, 
Rep. Hays declared that the moderate still 
has a place on the Southern scene. The 49 
per cent of the votes he received in his 
district proves, he said, that even that state 
has not abandoned its moderate views. 

“The big service organizations like the 
Baptist Convention can perform is recon- 
ciliation,” he said. “We must foster love 
and respect for one another as we at- 
tempt to work out our differences of 
opinion.” 

Rep. Hays is honored by the enemies 
he has made in the capital of his state.

This Home Rule Bill 
Didn’t Stand a Chance 


We yield to none, as the saying goes, 
in our wish for home rule in Fulton 
County and Atlanta—and for all other 
communities desiring it. 


But we wish to agree with Fulton’s 
legislators who have decided on : advice 
of city attorney Jack Savage not to pre- 
sent a home rule bill drawn by a com- 
mittee of aldermen. Mr. Savage says, 
and we are sure he is right, the bill 
drawn has no chance of passage. It 
would have provided an excess of home 
rule. What is needed is a proper balance. 


We earnestly hope the legislators will, 
as Mr. Savage recommended, reintroduce 
two bills passed by the former Legisla- 
ture and vetoed, almost certainly out of 
spite, by Gov. Griffin. 


One would permit the city again to 
issue special use permits for zoning 
property which does not correspond to 
surrounding property. 


The other bill would enable the city 
to charge property owners to pave non- 
arterial streets without permission of 
half the property owners on such streets. 
These are good bills, necessary to orderly 
progress and operation.

Army Cuts Dangerous, 


Sen. Russell Declares 


The Army’s manpower, its mobility 
and weapons are not geared to fight a 
limited-type war, Sen. Richard B. Rus- 
sell told the Association of the United 
States Army last night in Columbus. 


The Georgia senator, who is chairman 
of the Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee, warned that our ability to deter ag- 
gression is thus weakened except through 
application of the massive retaliation con- 
cept. Citing Korea and similar engage- 
ments, he feels we have neglected the 
idea that in losing a number of small 
wars we could be placed in a position 
of losing the big one.

We also agree 
with the senator and with Gen. Gavin 
that putting all our eggs in the massive 
retaliation basket is taking a dangerous 
chance,

Prescription for Ills 


Legislative groups investigating state 
government have made sufficient prog- 
ress in several areas to begin preparation 
of specific recommendations aimed at 
sealing holes through which tax funds 
have been swirling wastefully. 


The Senate Watchdog Committee 
without much fanfare has begun drafting 
bills designed to promote economy and ef- 
ficiency in various departments. 


Its proposals are expected to include 
some departmental reorganizations and 
mergers, elimination of some jobs and 
ways to effect reductions in the state’s 
printing bill. 

Rep. Grady Huddleston, head of a 
subcommittee of the House and Senate 
appropriations committee, also reports 
findings have been made that should re- 
sult in savings. 


The subcommittee looking into the 
purchasing department is expected to 
make some far-reaching recommendations 
in view of the shocking conditions al- 
leged in its charges. 

Work of the legislative groups, 
coupled with that being done in the probe 
which Fulton County is financing, should 
lead to several changes in administration 
of state governmental affairs. 

A healthy overhaul appears in the 
making and never was it needed so padly 
as now.

In Aviation’s Future 


Irrepressible, indestructible Eddie 
Rickenbacker has a way of looking into 
the aviation future and accurately pre- 
dicting things to come. 

Only a couple of years ago he was in 
Atlanta pointing to the jet age in air 
transport and promising schedules and 
service that seemed unbelievable. 

Those schedules and that service are 
about to be. 

Last week in Montreal, Capt. Eddie 
predicted atom-powered aircraft within 
10 years. 

He said “a handful of atom-powered 
fuel” would replace “100,000 gallons of 
gasoline or kerosene” now used in con- 
ventional piston and jet-engined planes. 

If Eddie Rickenbacker said that—and 
he did—then we're already looking. for 
the day.

Houston, Tex.—Your interesting 
sketch of Bartow County, Ga., 
(Know Your County, Sept. 28, 
1958), omitted mention of the 


most famous historical event ever - 


to occur in that county. I refer to 
the Battle of Allatoona, which oc- 
curred on Oct. 5, 1864, when Maj. 
Gen, Samuel G. French, C.S.A., 
assaulted the heavily fortified 
Federal positions there com- 
manded by Brig. Gen. John M, 
Corse, U.S.A. 

This engagement occurred, of 
course, after the fall of Atlanta 
and was the first of the battles of 
Gen. John Bell Hood’s disastrous 


Tennessee Campaign. It was re 
corded in song and story for many 
years afterward, but has now be- 
come obscured by histories of 
other battles involving larger 
forces. 

For some years I have been 
gathering material with a view to 
writing a history of the Battle of 
Allatoona. I should be pleased to 
hear from anyone knowing of the 
existence of letters, diaries, mem- 
oirs or other manuscript material 
relating to this affair. 

Incidentally, I was born near 
Allatoona when my father, Rev.

He’s got two 
or three boys who quick kick. And this boy Gary O’Steen gets it off 
quicker than anyone I've seen in football. 


“I expect you'll see a lot of quick kicking out here Saturday by 
the team which gets ahead,” Dodd continued. “It’s the quickest way 
to get yardage that I know of. Even with a bad bounce, you usually 
get around 45 yards.”

Actually, Alabama has exploited the quick kick even more than 
Tech this season. The Tiders boomed five quick kicks to lay the 
foundation for a surprise victory over Miss. State. They then blended 
four quick kicks with four intercepted passes to tag Georgia with 
a perplexing 12-0 licking. 


Presumably, Bryant figured that the Tide would be able to 
move the ball on Tulane last week, so the quick kick was placed 
in cold storage and hauled out only once. Ironically, a one-yard punt 
by Goodby Stapp helped seal the Tide’s tomb in New Orleans. 


The quick kick, of course, is custom-built for a team such as 
Alabama. The Tiders possess a hard-nosed defense, but pack a 
soft offensive wallop. In fact, Tennessee is the lone SEC neigh- 
bor with less real estate. Alabama has averaged a mere 181.1 
yards per outing, ranking 11th in this vital department. 


Individual statistics pinpoint the lack of progress made by the 
Tide infantry. Quarterback Bobby Jackson, the leading rusher, has 
averaged 3.5 in 100 snaps. Fullback Butch Frank, who has carried a 
mere 14 times, is the lone regular in the four-yard bracket. 


The air corps seldom gets off the ground. Alabama has hurled 
fewer passes and collected less yardage than any SEC team (48.8 
per game).

Thanks to the quick kick, however, Alabama leads the naiion 
in punting, averaging 41.2 on 63 boots. Georgia and Tech, which own 
the No. 1 and 2 individual punters in Bobby Walden and Joe 
DeLany, rank fourth and third on the team chart. 


After a lengthy discussion of the merits and demerits of the 
kicking game, a visitor suggested that Tech shouldn’t have too much 
trouble in subduing the Tide. 


Assistant head coach Ray Graves flinched, frowned and re- 
marked that any team in the league will have trouble with Alabama. 


“You had better check your scorecard,” Graves said, scan- 
ning a past-performance chart on the Tide. ‘“‘No team has had 
an easy time with Alabama this year. They have the most 
aggressive and enthusiastic linemen you'd care to see. They 
like to hit and go. 


“Now, look here,’’ Graves said. “No team has beaten Alabama 
by more than 10 points, and that was the No. 1 team in the country. 
LSU won, 13-3, and it was quite a ball game. Vanderbilt didn’t score: 
Tennessee scored twice, but Alabama fumbled five times and got 
75 yards in penalties. Miss. State got one touchdown. Georgia moved 
the ball well, but didn’t score. Tulane got two touchdowns. 


‘Alabama hasn’t run over anyone on offense,”’ Graves said, “but 
no one has run over Alabama. Furthermore, I don’t think anyone is 
going to. You'll have to hit a home run or pass on ‘em, for you just 
don’t run over them.

Wreck from Georgia Tech. 


“How do you compare Tech 
with the other teams Alabama 
has played?” the interrogator be- 
gan. 


After a slight pause for care- 
ful consideration, Bryant re- 
plied frankly: ‘Tech has a lot 
of weapons. Right now they’re 
a lot better team than anybody 
we have played so far. 


“How has Tech improved? You 
name it and Tech looks better in 
that department. They even look 
better huddling now.” 


_ Does Alabama have a chance 
‘to beat the Jackets? 


“I don’t know whether we have 
a chance or not,” Bryant an- 
swered. ‘But I know if we don’t 
play better than we have all 
year, we won't. And we have a 
lot of injuries.” 


After quick-kicking only once 
in last week’s loss to one-point 
underdog Tulane, Bryant insin- 
uated that the Crimson Tide will 
resume this phase of its kicking 
game against Tech. 


Coming Into Tech 
On Quick- Kick, Prayer 


Junior Gary O’Steen, cur- 
rently riding the nation’s ninth- 
best punting average (41.7), 
will be hed with Tech’s 
ace quick-kicker Joe DeLany, 
second in the land at 43.5. 


Alabama’s 41.2 team punting 
rate leads the nation, but Bryant 
says poor coverage has cut down 
on its efficiency. 


Despite taking over a. team 
short of speed, talent and win- 
ning ways, Bryant has managed 
a 3-3-1 showing. 


“Our kids have just been scuf- 
fling and battling,’ he continued. 
“We have been better defensive- 
ly than offensively, but our de- 
fense hasn’t set the world on 
fire.” 


Bryant momentarily shelved his 
pessimistic mood when asked 
about guard Don Cochran and 
quarterback Bobby Jackson. 


‘Don has been our best 
player,” he affirmed. “He is 
not blessed with a lot of abil- 
ity, and he’s bothered by flat 
feet. But that boy knows just 
one way to play the game—as 
hard as he can.” 


The week before Alabama’s 
opener with LSU, Cochran suf- 
fered a dislocated elbow, over- 
came the injury, played strongly 
against the Bengals and has 
since. 


Following Wednesday’s 55-min- 
ute drill, Bryant — guarding 
against further injury to the 
chunky lineman — told Cochran 
not to practice any more this 
year. 


Jackson backed into the signal- 
calling spotlight. 

“When practice started this 
fall, we didn’t want to go with 
a senior quarterback,” Bryant 
recalled. “But Bobby has been 
our man, I wish I had him back 
another year.

PHILADELPHIA (#—Baltimore 
and the Chicago Cardinals each 
gained 384 net yards in their sev- 
enth National League Football 
game of the season but the Colts 
remain the league leaders with 
2,822, NFL statistics disclose. 


The Colts have made 1,333 net 
yards rushing and 1,489 passing. 
The Cardinals, in second place, 
have rolled up 2,689 yards, 1,135 
on the ground and 1,554 in the air. 


Los Angeles moved up. from 
fourth by gaining 577 yards for a 
total of 2,561. Cleveland dropped 
from third with a net of 2,471. 
Washington is fifth with 2,335. 


In rushing, Cleveland leads 
Baltimore by 291 yards, 1,624- 
1,333. Leos Angeles, not among 
the first five a week ago, is 
third with 1,224, followed by 
Washington with 1,195 and: the 
Chicago Bears with 1,175. 


By gaining 293 yards last week, 
the Cardinals ousted Philadelphia 
from first place in passing. The 
Cardinals have a total of 1,554, 
Baltimore 1,489, Philadelphia 1,468, 
Los Angeles 1,337 and San Fran- 
cisco 1,327. 


Baltimore’s. scoring lead was 
cut from 41 to 22. The Colts have 
255 points, Log Angeles 233, Bears 
217, Cleveland 202 and the Cardi- 
Dals: 171, 


Washington retained its punting 
lead with a 44.8-yard average for 
each of its 28 punts. Green Bay 
has averaged 44.2, New York 43.4, 
Philadelphia 43.3 and Detroit 42.7. 


New York’s Giants continue to 
lead in defense against rushing.

Bowling Clinic 
BY BILLY SIXTY—— 

Four Angles Can Be Used on No. 10 Pin 


The substitute on the last place team in your church bowling 
league isn’t the only bowler who has trouble making the No. 10 
pin. Plenty of championships have been won and lost on ability to 
pick up that challenging stick at 
the extreme right of the alley. I 
once saw Ned Day miss the No. 
10 five straight times in a major 
tournament. And he happened to 
be world match champion at the 
time. 

One of the difficulties is that 
the bowler has four possible 
angles at which to shoot at the 
No. 10 and sometimes he can’t 
quite make up his mind. The 
straight ball or back-up aimed 
along the gutter (see x-4 in to- 
day's illustration) is not recom- 
mended. The angle is so short 
that it practically invites error, 
in one direction or the other. 


Hook bowlers often prefer using a right-to-left break (x-3). 
They claim that to change to a straight ball or reverse action 
would affect their natural first ball delivery. They’d rather lose 
an occasional spare than sacrifice strikes. 


The straight ball or back-up rolled across alley from the left 
probably will produce the best results for most bowlers. To obtain 
reverse action, or eliminate hook spin, point the thumb straight at 
the pin and keep it “aimed” until the ball is released. Control 
shouldn’t be at all difficult—with practice and proper follow- 
through.

“Mimosa Hall” where the 
charm of the Old South lingers, 
where history becomes contem- 
porary conversation, has a 
matchless lineage in Georgia. 


The Roswell landmark, like a 
beautiful, mature woman, has 
added charm with each year 
of its existence. 


The original home, built in 
1838 by Maj. John Dunwody of 
Savannah, is now owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Granger Hansell. 
Oné of the most beautiful homes 
in the state, it stands at the 
end of a wide flagstone drive 
where mimosa trees sway in 
harmony with soft summer 
breezes. These trees suggested 
the home’s name, With its state- 
ly white columns it is a per- 


fect example of Greek revival 
architecture which earmarks 
many of Georgia’s homes. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hansell bought 
the home in 1947. Last June, 
approximately 50 per cent of 
the structure was damaged by 
fire. 


Currently, it is being repaired 
and redecorated as before. The 
“before” pictures accompany 
this article, and are the same 
ones used in the book, “100 
Most Beautiful Homes in Amer- 
ica” which has just been pub- 
lished. According to Mrs. Mary 
Miller, who with her associate 
John Bond, decorated the place 
when the Hansell’s bought it, 
furnishings (all that were saved 
from the fire) and decorative 
accessories will be duplicated.

The home, the scene of many 
social and cultural events, was 
one of the original 13 built in 
Roswell by planters from Da- 
rien, Augusta, Savannah and 
Charleston who were urged to 
settle there by Roswell King 
who came from Darien in 1837. 


Mimosa Hall, ironically, was 
once called Phoenix Hall. The 
first home built by Major Dun- 
wody was destroyed by fire 
at the housewarming party. It 
was a wooden structure and 
when the Dunwodys rebuilt it 
they used -brick and stucco 
blocks. It was named Phoenix 
Hall because it rose from the 
ashes like the fabled bird of 
immortality. 


After a number of years the 
place was bought by Gen. An- 
drew Hansell, great-grandfather 
of the present owner. After sev- 
eral owners, throughout the 
years, it was bought by Granger 
Hansell, who with Mrs. Hansell 
is counting the days until they 
can “go back home.’

To Please Parents 


Discipline was not a problem 


to the parents of a generation or | 
i\two age. Strictness was the rule | 


and no one questioned the motto, 
‘Spare the rod and spoil the 
child.” The aim of these strict 
disciplinarians was to make the 
child conform to the kind of be 
havior that was acceptable to 
the adult world. The needs and 
natural expressions of the child 


| were not considered. 


It is difficult for pre-school- 
ers to sit still, remain quiet, 
| and not get into things but firm 
restrictions make them too sub- 
missive or passive. Suth young- 
_.sters are unable to incorporate 
their own ideas of right and 
wrong into their own standards, 
and many go wild when con- 
trols are lifted. 


The pendulum swung in the 
‘opposite direction a few decades 
ago. Too many parents inter- 
preted the rebellion by individ- 
uals reared strictly to mean that
